In the Pacific 
Ocean, 106 Degrees Welt from Londin, 18 Degrees 15 
Minutes South Latitude, this Eclip'e will be total, and centrical 
in the Meridian, in which Longitude from about 1; Degrees of 
North Latitude, to 50 Degrees South, the San will appear 
eclipſed at Noon, couſequently this D. fect will be viſible quite

By ths Type it appears. that at London the Sun will riſe 


eclipſed, but in Holland, Germany, and the more eatterly Parts 


of E rope, the whole Eclipſe will be viſible; it will alſo be 
worth while for the ſki!ful Aronomer to have a watchful Eye at 
the Suns R.fing upon the Eattern Coaſt of this Kingdom, for if 


my Numbers be preciſe (or a [mal] Matter too forward) the Sun 


will appear 2bove the Horizon, in the Eaſtern Parts of Norfolk, 
Suffoik, and Kent, and perhaps EA allo be'ore the Eclipſe 


begins: his Riſing b.irg in this Situation accelerated no leſs 
than 4 Miantes and a Hilf by the Refraftion cauled by the 
groſs Vapouis floating ia our Atmoſphere.
